3. DURING G-77 MEETING IAMAICAN REP BROUGHT UP THE 
QUESTION OF LINKAGE OF THE BRIBERY TREATY INITIATIVE 

TO THE CODE OF CONDUCT AND OTHER DELS ENDORSED THE CONNEC- 
TION. ACCORDING TO REPORTS, THERE WAS DISCUSSION OF 
REQUIRING THAT THE RATIFICATION OF THE BRIBERY TREATY

THE JURISDICTION PROVISIONS, REPORTED IN REFTEL WHICH
